Teen Slain in Robbery

HILLSBORO - 
Officials from the Hill 


County Sheriffs Office were checking possible 
leads Wednesday morning in the criminal 
assault and murder of a 17-year-old Abbott girl, 
Linda Ruth Pibil, during an armed robbery 
Tuesday evening at Robertson's Hams on 
Interstate 35 just south of Hillsboro. 


Miss Pibil was an employe of the store and 


working alone at the time of the hold-up. Ap- 
proximately $300 was taken in the heist. 


The young girl was discovered in the 


women's restroorn of the small store. Hill 
County Sheriffs Gary Moses and Harold 
Wardlow said that the girl was found by two Ft. 
Hood soldiers and their wives about 7:30 p.m. 
Tuesday, who had stopped at the store to make 
a purchase and found no one minding the store. 


One of the soldier's wives, after having called 


the police, found the bathroom door ajar, 
opened it, and found the body of Miss Pibil 
wrapped in a horseshoe shape around the 
commode. 


Justice of the Peace W.C. Galiga of Itasca 


pronounced Miss Pibil dead at Grant-Buie 
Hospital in Hillsboro at 8 p.m. An autopsy 
revealed that the woman had been criminally 
assaulted. She had also been shot in the back of 
the neck with the bullet exiting through the top 
of her skull. Hospital officials termed the 
wound as "instant death."

DALLAS (AP) — Police seized a man, 25, 


who holed up in his Southwest Dallas home with 
several guns, fired shots into a wall and stood 
them off for an hour and 20 minutes Tuesday 
night. 


Officers said the man fired no shots at them 


and relatives fled unharmed before 50 police- 
men surrounded the place soon after the 
shooting started about 8:50 p.m. 
Farmers Come Up Short 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For every dollar 


spent last month on the groceries in the 
Agriculture Department's marketbasket, 
American farmers received 39.3 cents and the 
rest of the food industry received 60.7 cents. 


For farmers, it was the fifth consecutive 


monthly drop in their share of the grocery dol- 
lar, after one of the best years for farm income 
on record. It was the 16th monthly decline in the 
last 2M> years of major flux in the international 
farm economy. 


The figures were included in the regular 


marketbasket report, the USDA estimate of 
what it costs to feed an urban, middle-income 
family of 3.2 persons domestically produced 
U.S. farm food for a year. The figures were 
$1,732 in June, compared with $1,733 in May, 
$1,517 a year ago and $1,303 in June 1972.

Andrews said the Commodity 


Distribution Center was under 
the Texas State Department of 
Public 
Welfare 
and 
that 


department officials informed 
him of the consolidation early 
this month in Austin. 


"I personally feel that the 


United States Department of 
Agriculture put pressure on the 
state 
for 
the consolidation 


because they want to get out of 
purchasing food for schools, 
institutions, 
and 
summer 


camps," Andrews said. "The 
USDA is probably nudging 
towards direct cash payments 
rather than food commodities." 


He 
said 
the 
commodity 


distribution centers were set up 


about 15 or 20 years ago when 
the country did have a surplus 
of commodities but that now the 
USDA has to purchase com- 
modities on the open market. 


Andrews 
said 
the 
con- 


solidation also means he and 
three other full-time employees 
are being phased out. "I've 
been here 11 years and one of 
the other employes has been 
here 19 years."

a $50 monthly pay increase for 
city employes. 


The commission

City Manager Dick Ballenger's 
preliminary budget proposals 
with him for approximately 
three hours. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood and 


Comms. H.R. Stroube Jr., Bob 
Scott and P.O. Fullwood at- 
tended the special work session. 
Comm. 
Jim 
Lightfoot 
was 


absent. 


Ballenger recommended no 


major budgetary changes or 
additional city employes. His 
$50 pay hike proposal 
was 


tentatively approved for all 
"classified" employes, with the 
exception of those whose duties 
have basically changed. 


SALARY for the 
utilities 


billing director increases from 
$850 a month plus a monthly $50 
car allowance to $1,000 total a 
month. Ballenger 
said 
this 


increase is due to increased 
responsibilities. 


Those duties include addition 


of all the city's billing collec- 
tions to regular water billing 


Forfeitures Placed

pools increased from $1,700 
each annually to $2,000 each. 
The city manager cited in- 
creased cost of chemicals and 
maintenance as reasons for the 
increases. 


AIRPORT EXPENDITURES 


remain unchanged at $2,200 a 
year. Engineering department 
increases 
from 
$47,000 
to 


$54,945, again primarily due to 
salary hikes. 


Total expenses for all water 


and sewer funds increases from 
$981,760 to $1,071,259. Salary 
hikes, increased cost of sup- 
plies, 
maintenance 
and 


materials are responsible for 
the higher figures. 


Total anticipated revenue for 


all water and sewer accounts is 
$1,093,500, an increase from last 
year's $981,760. This means the 
city expects, Ballenger said, to 
enjoy a $22,241 surplus in funds 
for these accounts during the 
upcoming fiscal year. 


The city manager said he will 


now begin preparation of the 
budget in its final form for the 
commission's consideration. He 
said he hopes to have the final 
drafts completed before Sep- 
tember.

torily nor according to law.

Nicholson says he has declared 
forfeiture in $20,000 worth of 
bail bonds and "not one penny 
has been recovered for the 
county." He said that, ac- 
cording to the system, as soon 
as he declared forfeiture on a 
bond it becomes the duty of the 
district attorney to pursue the 
matter in formal civil action. 


NAVARRO COUNTY Sheriff 


Jerry Shelton says bonds for 
cases in county court are "not 
handled properly" according to 
an opinion he got "from the 
attorney 
general's 
office." 


"The bondsmen are benefiting 
but the arrested citizen is being 
overcharged." 


District 
Attorney 
Jimmy 


Morris and County Judge Rob 
Dunn, however, agree that the 
system is working well. 


Dunn said, "I haven't had any 


problems. Of the 14 bond for- 
feitures I've had since being on 
the bench, suits have had to be 
filed in only two instances." He 
said, "Bondsmen in Navarro 
County are very good about 
paying the amount that I ask to 
be remitted." 


The judge said the two in- 


stances he remembers where a 
suit was filed involved bond- 
smen out of Dallas County, 
whose bail bond system is 
presently investigation. 


MORRIS 
SAID, 
"I 
feel 


everyone is doing their part, 
and we aren't having any 
problems." 


Courthouse 
records 
show 


Judge Nicholson has declared 
forfeiture on bail bonds totaling 
$27,000 since he became district 
judge. Of the four criminal 
matters on which six bond 
forfeitures were declared, one 
was recently dismissed. Morris 
said in one interview this month 
he was fairly sure the county 
would not get any money on the 
others, but he has since ex- 
pressed more optimism. 


A study of the case that was 


recently dismissed reveals that 
a local bondsman, Chich Reed, 
was never served with the 
citation ordering him to bring 
the defendant in or else pay the 
full 
$2,000 bond after 
the 


defendant did not appear in 
court. 


MORRIS SAYS, "I failed a 


motion that the bond forfeiture 
case be dismissed because you 
can't get a final judgement 
without a return which shows 
that the citation was served." 
He said a final judgement must 
be issued in order for the sheriff 
to levy against a bondsman's 
property to collect the amount 
of the bond. 


Sheriff 
Shelton 
says 
his 


records show that the citation 
was given to former deputy 
Bryan Dunagan, before he 
resigned from 
the sheriff's 


department, to serve it to Reed. 
"Apparently he never served it, 
because the return is not on 
file." 


Dunagan said he really did 


not know why he did not serve 
the citation. "We get so many 
papers as deputies that I can't 
remember 
what 
actually 


happened." He said, "I know 
the boy was brought back and 
that Reed paid the expenses, so 
I would assume that I returned 
the citation to the office." 


The sheriff says if the citation 


had been returned it would be in 
on file in the district clerk's 
office.He said the citation could 
possibly have been misplaced 
by someone in his office or in 
the district clerk's office. 


SHELTON ALSO said that 


technically, 
Reed 
shouldn't 


have to remit the bond because 
"he paid the expenses involved 
in bringing the defendant to 
Navarro 
County 
from 


California." 


The district attorney said that 


since the defendant missed his 
first scheduled appearance in 
court, according to law, Reed is 
liable for the bond forfeiture. He 
said that the fact that Reed paid 
for the defendant to be brought 
to Navarro County at a later 
tune does not change the first 
failure to be in court, which 
resulted in the bond forfeiture. 


Both Judge Nicholson and 


Morris say it is acceptable in a 
bond forfeiture case that only 
part of the amount be remitted. 
However, they say that it must 
be in agreement 
with 
the 


district 
attorney 
and 
!iie 


presiding judge. They were both 
unaware of any arrangements 
between Reed and Shelton. 


WHEN QUESTIONED about 


the arrangements for Sheriff 
Shelton's trip to 
California, 


Reed told the" Daily Sun he did 
not want to be questioned ami 
would not comment on the bond 
forfeiture. He said, "Bail bonds 
are my business, and if you 
want to know anything, the 
courthouse records will speak 
for themselves." 


Nicholson 
said 
he 
would 


probably have accepted the 
amount of Reed's expenses he 
paid for bringing the defendant 
to court as the amount to be 
remitted, but that he was never 
consulted about it and as far as 
the records show, the bond 
forfeiture case against Reed 
was dismissed. 


He said he had gone ahead 


and signed the dismissal filed 
by Morris because, "it's not up 
to me to run the district at- 
torney's office." "if he (Morris! 
wants to dismiss a case, I'll 
approve it. If he is satisfied that 
the county should not get any 
money, then there is nothing I 
can do."

horses, cattle, chickens, and 
geese—not to mention sheep, 
goats, hogs and dogs.

City ordinances specifically 


prohibit a variety of animals 
from 
freely 
roaming 
Cor- 


sicana's streets, alleys and 
other public property. A few of 
those unfortunates are listed 
above. 


Cats, however, provide the 


exception to the rule. There are 
no local laws, as far as anyone 
knows, 
governing 
domestic 


felines. 


One 
ordinance 
includes 


cousins of the cat — tigers, 
leopards, and wildcats — as 
being forbidden to go unleashed 
or uncaged. Another names 
ducks, guineas and pigeons. A 
third points out rnules, jacks 
and jenneys. 


One generalizes to the extent 


of 
outlawing 
unrestrained 


freedom 
for ' "any 
domestic 


fowl." 


But none ever get around to 


mentioning that familiar, furry 
symbol of four-footed balance 
and independence — the neigh- 
borhood cat. 


Why the omission? No one 


seems to know. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


said he thought the city's far- 
reaching 1966 "Animals and 
Fowl Ordinance" (from which 
all the preceding regulations 
are taken) would include cats. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood said 


she has been asked if the city 
has a cat control ordinance, but 
she never really knew. 


City Secretary Nelda Nea! 


said she feels no such guidelines 
exist since the 1966 ordinaprv 
fails to be as incusive as many 
persons believed. 


Thus far, no one has offered a 


definite solution to the problem, 
if indeed it is a problem. 


The mayor, however, con-

Bondsmen Told No If Denied

The recent bail bond scandal in 


Dallas 
County 
closed 
down 
the 


operation of several bondsmen in that 
county, and Navarro Sheriff Jerry 
Shelton says he will not let any of them 
post bonds in this county either. 


"Several bondsmen who could no 


longer operate in Dallas County have 
talked to me about posting bonds here, 
but if they can't in Dallas they sure 
can't in Navarro," Shelton said. He said 
he did not remember the names of any 
of the Dallas people who expressed 
interest here except for Dewey Woods. 


WOODS CAME to Corsicana in 


March to set up the Lone Star Gail 
Bonding Co. and the Credit Bail Bond 
Co. He said that he had received the go- 
ahead from Sheriff Shelton, but that 
after he had rented the office, hooked 
up the utilities, and was ready to go to 
business, "Jerry told my secretary, 
Sharon Bland, that we could not write 
any bonds." 


Shelton says he denied Woods the 


right to establish a bail bonding com- 
pany because "they had blank out-of- 
county bonds that were certified by 
Fannin 
County 
Sheriff 
Raymond 


Taylor. The bonds were certified 
without Taylor even knowing the 
amount the bond 
was going to be 


written for." 


SHELTON DID allow Woods' com- 


pany to post two bonds before he

learned that blank bonds were to be 
involved. 


Mrs. Bland said she was allowed to 


post two bonds for one defendant, $750 
for a charge of possession of marijuana 
and $500 for a charge of destruction of 
property. "I posted these bonds under 
the name of the Credit Bail Bond Co. 
with Gaylen Murray as surety." 


Woods said the Credit Bail Bond Co. 


is the name of the company he operated 
in Dallas. 


ACCORDING TO Mrs. Bland, she 


was to post bonds during the day under 
the Lone Star Bail Bonding Co. and in 
the evening she was to post bonds under 
the Credit Bail Bond Co. Both com- 
panies had Murray, of Fannin County, 
as surety. 


"A few weeks after I had posted the 


two bonds I was called by a man about 
11 p.m. to go to jail and post bond for 
him. I live only a few minutes from the 
jail," Mrs. Bland said, "and when I got 
there 
another 
bondsman, 
Jack 


Omberg, was already posting bond for 
the guy who called me." 


She said she still questions the in- 


cident in her mind and that she would 
like to know if anyone called Omberg to 
post the bonds. "I don't know how he 
could have gotten there so fast unless 


someone called him to the jail." 


MRS. BLAND said that this incident 


plus Shelton's denying her the right to 
post bonds "makes me wonder what is 
going on." 


Omberg said he went to the jail to 


post bond for another prisoner and that 
when he got there he was requested by 
Jim Campbell, the suspect who had 
called Mrs. Bland, to post bond for him. 


CAMPBELL, who is now 'living in 


Duncanville, told the Sun, "Jack came 
walking in right after I had called 
Sharon and since I already owed him 
$50 for a previous bond, I asked him to 
post another one for me. I figured I'd 
make it a debt of $100 to the same 
man." 


Sheriff Shelton that at the time 


he approved the companies he did not 
know the bonds were going to be blank. 
"I don't want a large volume of bonds 
posted in Navarro County that are out- 
of-county bonds that have sureties 
which are not in Navarro." 


WOODS POINTED out that Sheriff 


Taylor was certifying that the surety- 
more 
than 
$500,000 
in 
property 


belonging to Gaylen Murray—was good 
for the bond. "When a sheriff certifies a 
bond he is saying the surety is good. He 
is not certifying that it is a bond for a 
certain amount. 


"Shelton also said that if we had 


sureties here in the county and used 
Navarro bonds that we could set up 


business," Woods said. "But, after wo

surety—Morris 
Evans 
with 
about 


$200,000 on the tax roll—he told Sharon 
we needed two sureties. 
"That's when I gave up. The man must. 
have had his reasons for not wanting 
me to post bonds." 


SHELTON SAYS he did ask for Uvi/ 


sureties because "until the Daily Sun 
wanted to know about the bail bond 
system, I wasn't aware that bondsmen 
did not need two sureties." 


Asked if he would let Woods post 


bonds if he had Navarro bunds with 
surety, Shelton said, "No." 


"I called Dallas Sheriff Clarence 


Jones and he told me that Dewey could 
not make bonds in Dallas. He also told 
me Dewey is Bobby Woods' brother 
who owns the American Bail Bonding 
Company. 


"This company owes Dallas about 


$100,000 in bond forfeitures and Dewey 
worked for his brothjr," Shelton said. 
"I'm not about to let Dewey Woods 
operate a bond company here." 


WOODS SAID he had felt the rc;j.s-j;i 


he was not allowed to post bonds was 
because "of my brother, Bobby." "If 
s been over a year since I worked for 
Bobby, but nothing matters anyway, 
because I'm through with the bond 
business."

It is in this area where hail is 


born and grows and two often 
plunges destructively on farm 
crops and other property below. 


Orchestrating the aerial as- 


sault is slender, dark-haired 
John Medina, 30, a Colorado ex- 
pert in atmospherics science 
and project director of the 
Plains Weather Improvement 
Association. 


The project is financed by 


Plains farmers, 
businessmen 


and homeowners through a non- 
profit organization designed to 
reduce damage from bail. 


The turbulence these days, 


however, is not confined to the 
skies. 


The hail suppression project 


is under attack by some who 
contend essentially that the 
program also is reducing rain- 
fall. 


Opponents of the program ap- 


pealed last month to District 
Court Judge Pat Boone in Lit- 
Uefield to issue an injunction 
halting seeder flights over land 
owned by the petitioners. 


The judge subsequently de- 


nied the request, brought by a 
group called 
Ranchers 
and 


Farmers for Natural Weather. 


"The plaintiffs said we were 


tearing up clouds, but this real- 
ly goes contrary to theory," 
Medina said. 


He said seeded clouds have a 


tendency to grow, not dissipate, 


and that some experts argue 
that the process spreads out the 
clouds and produces rainfall 
over a wider area. 


Medina's target area covers 


some 1.151) square miles encom- 
passing most of Hale County, 
parts of western Floyd County, 
extreme southwestern Swisher 
County anil southern Castro 
County. 


For the most part, the com- 


plainants are from surrounding 
areas who think the planes are 
trespassing nuisances who may 
or may not be suppressing fall 
of hail but quite possibly are 
reducing rainfall.

thing, the tendency would be an 
increase and not a decrease...

we're not doing a very good job 
of it." 


As far as hail suppression 


goes, Medina said, "The results 
look real good. Farmers who 
have been hailed out in the past 
say they have had very little or 
no hail at all during the four 
years the seeding has taken 
place." 


From Ifllili through l!)(i<), he 


said, there were extensive hail 
damage claims on Plains crops 


iiiul personal property. In HHi!) 
alone, one insurance company 
reported ii.OOO claims on per- 
sonal property just in Plain- 
view, he said. 


"Hut 
during the period when 


the program has been in oper- 
ation there have been no claims 
paid," Medina continued. He 
said one survey showed a W per 
cent reduction in hail over 
certain Plains target areas. 


According 
to studies con- 


ducted elsewhere, Medina said, 
the cost-benefit ratio ranges 
from (i to 1 to 15 to 1 for cloud 
seeding operations. 
In other 


words, $1 spent could prevent 
as much as $15 in hail damage.

The point to remember is that 


while Medicare does provide 
coverage for a large share of 
patient's medical expenses it, 
like most insurance policies, 
does not pay for it all.

person with doctor bills of $1,000 
of allowable charges in a year 
would have to pay $248. This 
includes the $60 deductible plus

Local Ordinances Specific On 
Upkeep of RR Crossings

Local ordinances regulating 


railroads 
in 
Corsicana 


specifically 
obligate 
the 


railroad companies to take care 
of their crossings-at their own 
expense. 


Not only does one ordinance 


provide a 60-day deadline for 
repairs to begin after the city 
has given notice of needed 
work, a penalty of $100 a day 
can be levied for violations. 


Corsicana has the following 


ordinances and codes which 
apply 
to 
maintenance 
of 


crossings: 


"Where the city 
engineer 


shall find any crossing to be in 
need of repair, or where the 
same is not suitable for the safe 
use of public street traffic, and 
in all instances where the city is 
undertaking 
a 
pavement 


project which runs over and 
across any railroad right of 
way, the engineer shall give 
written notice to such railroad 


company or to its local agent 
that street repairs are required, 
and he shall specify the location 
and type of repairs to be made." 


Also, "It shall be the duty of 


the railway company so notified 
to commence such repairs and 
public 
street 
improvements 


within 60 days after notice has 
been so given." 


Another ordinance says it is a 


railway company's 
duty to 


"maintain crossings in good 
repair and condition, at its own 
expense...and 
such 
crossing 


shall be kept free of obstruction 
of every kind." 


In regard to warning signals 


and traffic safety devices at 
crossings, the 
following or- 


dinances apply: 


"It shall be the duty of each 


railway 
company 
which 


operates 
a 
line 
within 
or 


through the city to erect and 
maintain safety devices for the 
protection of public vehicles 
and pedestrians; such safety 


devices 
and 
expenses 
of 


maintaining 
them 
shall 
be 


borne by such railway line." 


Additionally, the 
railroads 


are charged to "erect and 
maintain 
in good condition 


proper and adequate lights at 
all 
street 
and 
sidewalk 


crossings." 


If 
such 
protection 
is 


unavailable, according to the 
ordinances, the city can go one 
step further: 


"It shall be the duty of each 


railway 
company 
which 


operates 
a 
line 
within 
or 


through the city to keep and use 
a flagman at all crossings 
within the city which are not 
sufficiently 
safeguarded 
by 


safety devices, when called 
upon to maintain such flagman 
by the city." 


A maximum fine of $100 a day 


for violations of any of the 
above laws can be levied, ac- 
cording to the ordinances. Each 
day a violation exists con- 
stitutes a separate offense.

Injunction Sought in 


School Squabble 


DALLAS (AP) — A lawyer 


for the Wilmer-Hutchins school 
district in South Dallas County 
said he planned to seek an in- 
junction and temporary re- 
straining order against the city 
of Hutchins today in federal 
district court at Tyler. 


The lawyer, Jerry McCarty, 


said the injunction and re- 
straining order he seeks from 
U.S. District Court Judge Wil- 
liam W. Justice would stop the 
city of Hutchins from occupy- 
ing the Hutchins Elementary 
School grounds and attempting 
to register pupils. 


Hutchins city officials occu- 


pied the school Monday and re- 
fused to leave despite pleas 
from School Supt. J. M. Fend- 
ley. 


Meanwhile, the Texas Educa- 


tion Agency (TEA) ruled Tues- 
day that the cities of Wilmer 
and Hutchins cannot divorce 
themselves 
from 
the pre- 


dominantly black Wilmer-Hut- 
chins school district. 


Alton Bowen, deputy commis- 


sioner of education for the TEA 
in Austin, said Education Com- 
missioner Marlin Brocket! had 
signed a ruling against creation 
of separate school districts in 
Wilmer and Hutchins. 


According to the ruling, crea- 


tion of school districts within 
the two cities would violate 
Judge Justice's 1971 court order 
on desegregation. 
The 
new 


boundaries allegedly would dis- 
turb the racial mix by more 
than one per cent above the tol- 
erance level of the court order. 


The TEA statement also said 


the court order requires that 
school 
districts 
desiring 
to 


change boundaries must report 
intended changes to the com- 
missioner of education at least 
15 days prior to the effective 
date. Wilmer and Hutchins did 
not meet 
this requirement, 


TEA said.

H.R. Haldeman Is Called 
'Almost Other President' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - "Hal- 


deman was the alter ego. Hal- 
deman was almost the other 
President. I can't emphasize 
that enough." 


Thus did former White House 


aide Alexander P. Butterfield 
describe the role of H.R. Halde- 
man to the House Judiciary 
Committee, according to testi- 
mony the committee released 
today. 


Butterfield, who first publicly 


disclosed the existence of the 
presidential tapes, was the first 
of nine witnesses who testified 
before the Judiciary Committee 
in its impeachment inquiry. 


Part of his testimony was de- 


voted to a catalog of often petty 
details of White House house- 
keeping, such as "whether or 
not the curtains were closed or 
open," that he said drew the 
President's attention. 


The committee released But- 


lerfield's testimony in a volume 
that also included that of for- 
mer Nixon campaign aides 
Paul O'Brien and Frederick C. 
I^Kue. O'Brien and LaRue 
were involved in arranging the 
payment of legal expenses for 
Watergate conspirator E. How- 
ard Hunt Jr. 


Butterfield, now head of the 


Federal 
Aviation 
Adminis- 


tration, spent nearly nine hours 
testifying in closed session, dur- 
ing which time he described in 
detail the President's work 
habits and his relationships to 
his staff. 


He made it clear that the 


closest staff man to the Presi- 
dent was his staff chief, Halde- 
man. 


"Haldeman was his right- 


hand man," Butterfield told the 
committee. "He counted so 
heavily on Haldeman's pres- 
ence, on Haldeman being at the 
other end of telephone within 
reach when he buzzed." 


At one point, committee asso- 


ciate counsel Albert Jenner 
asked: 


"During all your time at the 


White House, Mr. Butterfield, 
and to the extent of your per- 
sonal knowledge, no guessing, 
was there ever any occasion 
that came to your knowledge of 
Mr. Haldeman withholding any 
information from the Presi- 
dent?" 


"No, sir, never," replied But- 


terfield. 


later, James D. St. Clair, 


Nixon defense lawyer, asked 
Butterfield: 


"But you really are not in a 


position to speak with any de- 


cal day, Butterfield said. 


Nixon's work day normally 


would end at about 7:30 p.m., 
except for an average of about 
two nights a week when he 
would have his dinner in his of- 
fice in the Executive Office 
Building. 


Asked about Nixon's concern 


with details of the White House 
operation, Butterfield gave the 
following examples: 


"... whether or not the cur- 


tains were closed or open, the 
arrangement of state 
gifts, 


whether they should be on that 
side of the room or this side of 
the room, displayed on a week- 
ly basis or on a monthly or 
daily basis ... 


"He was deeply involved in 


the entertainment business (for 
state dinners), whom we should 
get for what kind of group, 
small band, big band, black 
band, white band, jazz band 
whatever. He was very inter- 
ested in meals and how they 
were served ... 


"He was interested in who in- 


troduced him to guests and he 
wanted it done quite properly 


"Guest lists were of great in- 


terest to him. He did review all 
the guests lists very carefully 
and no one would put someone 
on a guest list or take some one 
person off a guest list as a rule 
without going to the President. 
He was interested in knowing 
how 
many Republicans or 


Democrats were on the list, he 
would review it for that. Too 
many or too little —it always 
got his personal view—how 
many from the South, East, 
West, North regions of Amer- 
ica, 
how many blacks, how 


many ethnics, how many labor 
union members might be in- 
vited; is this an appropriate 
event for labor members? Who 
are the reporters, the press 
people invited to this—he would 
review all of these lists person- 
ally and approve them person- 
ally."

Among his 
duties was insuring the smooth 
operation of the President's 
day. 


He described a typical presi- 


dential day as beginning at 8:15 
a.m. with a reading of the daily 
news summary. At 8:35, the 
President would buzz for Halde- 
man. 


"It was always his habit to 


buzz for Haldeman when he fin- 
ished the news summary and 
he would stay in for about 30 to 
35 minutes," Butterfield testi- 
fied. 


"Then perhaps Henry Kissin- 


ger would come in from 9 to 
9:25," he added.

dent's office throughout a typi-
